•      NEW  COURT  HOUSE. 


C2THIS  is  far  and  away  the  handsomest  and  most 

imposing  structure    in  Allegheny  County, 

and  is  one  of  the  finest  Court  Houses  in  America. 

It  ought  to  be,   as    the    cost   was    $2,341,456.06. 

Work  was  begun  July  nth,  1885,  and  fin- 
ished April  17th,  1888.  Length  of  building,  300 
feet  4  inches.  Width,  208  feet  4  inches.  Height 
of  tower,  319  feet  4  inches.  Number  of  steps 
from  pavement  to  tower,   283. 

The  Jail  adjoins  the  Court  House,  and  is 
connected  with  it  by  a  covered  bridge,  on  which 
the  prisoners  are  walked  into  the  Court  House 
to  hear  their  fate.

*      THE  NEW  POST  OFFICE. 


T^OME  wasn't  built  in  a  day  ;  neither  was  the 
New  Post  Office.  It  took  nearly  twenty 
years  from  the  time  of  the  first  appropriation  by 
Congress. 

On  March  3d,  1873,  tne  Government  appro- 
priated $300,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Pub- 
lic Building.  It  was  not  until  1892,  that  the 
building  was  finished  and  occupied. 

The  Government  appropriation  was  increased 
three  times.  The  first  one  in  1873,  was  $300,- 
000.  This  was  increased  in  1880,  to  $750,000. 
This  again  was  increased  in  1883,  to  $1,500,000. 

The  building  fronts  160  feet  on  Smithfield 
street  and  runs  back  178  feet.  The  height  of 
the  building  proper,  is  104  feet,  and  the  tower 
is  213  feet  high.

*     MUNICIPAL  HALL     * 


*     OLD    POST   OFFICE.     * 


(^)UNICIPAL    HALL   which    contains   all  the 
J  City  Officials'  offices  was  commenced  in 

1868,  finished  late  in  1871,  and  occupied  on  May 
27th,  1872.  The  cost  was  something  under  $1,- 
000,000.  Before  this  building  was  erected,  the 
rooms  over  the  Market  House  were  used  as  a 
City  Hall.  The  Mayor,  however,  having  his  office 
separate  on  Fourth  Avenue. 

The  Old  Post  Office  was  erected  in  the  forties, 
and  is  still  standing,  although  not  used.  The 
site  was  bought  for  $31,000.  To-day  it  would 
fetch  probably  $500,000.  Pretty  strong  evidence 
of  Pittsburg's  growth.     Isn't  it.

•     OLD  COURT  HOUSE.     * 


/£HE  OLD  COURT  HOUSE  was  commenced 
about  1840,  and  opened  to  public  busi- 
ness in   1843.     The  entire   cost  was  $350,000. 

It  was  partially  destroyed  by  fire  in  1882, 
and  as  it  had  long  been  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demands  of  this  growing  community,  it  was  re- 
solved to  tear  it  down  and  build  a  more  com- 
modious building  on  the  same  site. 

This  was  done,  and  we  now  have  a  Court 
House  that  is  the  pride  of  Allegheny  County. 
We  give  a  picture  of  the  building  on  another 
page.

*    THE  SIXTH  STREET  BRIDGE.    • 


HIS  fine  old  Bridge  has  fallen  a  victim  to 
the  demands  of  this  rapid  age  for  rapid 
transit.  It  can  now  be  numbered  among  the 
"has  beens,"  for,  at  this  writing,  the  body  of  the 
bridge  is  lying  dismantled  on  the  false  work 
prepared  for  it.  It  is  stripped  of  its  thousand 
wires,  and  looks  a  far  different  bridge  to  what 
it  does  in  the  picture  opposite.  It  will  continue 
to  carry  traffic  until  the  new  bridge  is  opened, 
and  then  it  will  be  removed. 

The  Bridge  was  constructed  by  the  famous 
engineer,  Roebling,  who  afterwards  designed  and 
built  the  world-renowned  Brooklyn  Bridge.  The 
Sixth  Street  Bridge  was  commenced  in  1859  ; 
finished  in   1861,   and  dismantled  in   1*892. 
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FORT   PITT. 


xCHE  SITE  on  which  Fort  Pitt  stood,  was,  in 
the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  a 
great  bone  of  contention,  between  the  English 
and  French. 

In  1754,  the  site  was  occupied  by  the  Eng- 
lish, who  built  a  stockade  on  it.  Later  in  the 
same  year,  they  were  deposed  by  the  French, 
who  built  a  fort  which  they  called  Fort  Duquesne. 
They  held  this  until  1758,  when  they  blew  it  up 
to  avoid  capture  by  the  English.  General  Forbes 
then  erected  Fort  Pitt,  and  in  1764,  a  squatter 
town  was  erected,  which  has  grown  into  the 
great  city  of  which  we  are  so  proud. 

This  is  a  picture  of  the  Block  House,  which 
was  built  for  protection  from  the  Indians,  when 
Fort  Pitt  was  dismantled  during  the  Revolution.

•     OLD  UNION  DEPOT.    * 


/gHE  OLD  UNION  DEPOT,  which  was  burned 
during  the  great  Railroad  Riots  of  1877, 
stood  on  the  same  site  that  is  occupied  by  the 
present  Depot. 

Curiously  enough,  the  building  both  began 
and  ended  its  existence  on  a  Sunday.  It  was 
finished  and  occupied  on  Sunday,  September  11, 
1865.  On  Sunday,  July  22d,  1877,  it  was  burned 
to  the  ground  by  the  strikers  who  were  trying 
to  burn  out  the  soldiers  who  were  defending 
the  Depot. 

It  was  perhaps  an  accidental  occurrence  that 
the  whole  Depot  was  burned,  as  it  was  in  the 
Round  House  that  the  soldiers  were  located,  and 
it  was  the  Round  House  that  the  strikers  intended 
to  burn.

•     TRINITY    CHURCH.     • 


^TURIOUSLY  ENOUGH,  the  first  Episcopal 
Church  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains, 
was  not  built  in  Pittsburg  at  all,  but  at  Chartiers, 
about  the  year  1795.  It  was  not  until  1805  that 
a  church  was  erected  in  Pittsburg".  On  that  date 
a  church  was  built  on  the  triangular  lot  at  the 
intersection  of  Sixth,  Wood  and  Liberty,  now 
occupied  by  a  business  block. 

The  present  church,  of  which  we  present  a 
cut  on  opposite  page,  was  completed  and  con- 
secrated in  June,  1825.  It  was  the  first  example 
of  Gothic  architecture,  not  only  in  Pittsburg,  but 
in  Allegheny  County.  Its  graveyard  contains 
many  of  the  graves  of  the  old  Pittsburg  pioneers.

•      OLD  DRURY  THEATRE.      • 


HE  OLD  THEATRE  stood  on  the  south 
side  of  Fifth  Avenue,  near  Wood  street. 
It  was  opened  in  the  Fall  of  1833,  by  F.  C. 
Wemyss,   a  Philadelphia  manager. 

The  arrangement  and  prices  of  the  seats  dif- 
fered very  materially  from  modern  theatres.  First 
came  the  pit,  entrance  from  the  pavement,  tickets 
for  which  cost  37^  cents.  Then  came  the  boxes 
or  family  circle,  at  75  cents  ;  the  second  tier,  50 
cents,  and  the  gallery,  25  cents.  The  elder  Booth 
played  in  this  house  to  $348,  rather  different  to 
the  amount  the  stars  draw  now-a-days. 

The  old  landmark  was  pulled  down  in  1870, 
and  its  site  is  now  occupied  by  a  business  block.

*     OLD    PENITENTIARY. 


ZJHE  OLD  PENITENTIARY  was  erected  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Phipps  Con- 
servatory, in  Allegheny  Parks.  It  was,  however, 
built  facing  Ohio  street  instead  of  North  Ave. 

The  first  commission  for  the  erection  of  the 
Penitentiary  was  appointed  in  May,  1818.  The 
first  prisoner  was  received  in  July,  1826  although 
it  was  not  until  November,  1827,  that  the  build- 
ing was  entirely  completed.  The  entire  building 
cost  $650,000,  but  subsequent  additions  and  im- 
provements made  the  cost  $2,500,000. 

The  building  was  torn  down  a  few  years 
ago,   and    the    present    commodious    edifice  built.
